Kunior lius 
it that the Bight Kev. Denis 
O'Donaghue, AuxTiiory Bishop of 
Indiiinapplis, is first choice, not only 
of the irremoval)le rectors of the 
diocese hut also of the Hisliop> of 
the province. Tin' same rumor lias 
it that llisliop O'Donaghue is the 
choice of Archbishop Moeller. While 
all these rumors lack confirmation 
it is certain that Bishop O'Donaghue 
would be Welcomed with open arms 
by the priests of the diocese. He 
was bom in an adjacent State ami 
receiveil lil.s early education in 
pi i ji.iriii ion for the iiriesthood in 
Keiilucky. He is thoroughly 
.\meriean in manner and tastes and 
would feel at home in Kentucky. 

Itishop O'Donaghue was consecrat- 
ed Auxiliary Hishop of Indianapolis 
on April 85, 1900. and since then li< 
has made an excellent record for 
administrative and exi'cutivc aliilit.\. 
The Bight Ke\. Silas Francis 
Chntartl was eons. <'rateil IJisliop of 
Indianapolis in ISTS. He is growing 
old ond liis Auxiliary Hishop has 
liei'ii a tower of strength t<i him. 
Itishop Chatard may enter a protest 
against the transfer of Bishop 
O'Donaghue. yet it is not likely. 
With his broad spirit he will, in all 
probability, want to see Misho]i 
0"l)onngliiie pcrninnently se'lled in 
a diocese of his own.

Sister Bridget was born in the 
County Uflscommnn, Ireland, thirty- 
five years ago. Before she entered 
religion her name was Maria Hoar. 
Her mother, brothers and sisters 
still re .iide in Itoseoinnioii. When 
.Maria was aliout to enter her teens 
an aunt in lioslon si'iit lor her and 
brought her to America. She lived 
with the aunt in Boston until slic 
forsook the world eleven years a^'o 
and entered the novitiate of the Lit- 
tle Sisteri of the Poor in Brooklj-u, 
X. Y- Two years later she was pro- 
fessed and then spent some time in 
the community houses in Cinclnnat'.. 
Clevelaiicl and'Cliicago. Wliili' in the 
latter city tuberculosis di'veloped 
and fifteen months ago Sister 
Bridget was traiisferred to Louis- 
ville in the hope that a warmer 
climate might be beneficial to her. 
All the kindly mlnlstratiun* of the 
other nuns and the best of medical 
advice failed to check the ravages of 
the dlMaas.

The ser- 
moii will be preached by the Kev. 
l''utlier Daniel, C. 1*. Tomorrow 
evening at 7:15 o'clock the Rosary 
will be recited, the Bev. Father C. 
P. Baffo will preach the sermon and 
benediction of the Most- Blessed 
Sacrament will follow. 

On Monday morning at 10:r!0 
'iloek the Bev. Dr. Iteverniau will 
ci lehrate a S'llemn requiem mass for 
the TCJiose of the souls of deceased 
members of the cirngregat ion. The 
Jtev. Father Louis W. Oiile will 
preach the sermon. 

Tuesday will be Children's day. 
The day will open with a soli'iiin 
liigh mass at 9:1.'. o'clock. The Uev. 
l-'iilher P. M. J. Rock will preach the 
sermon, .\fter the mass (he children 
will give an entertainment in the 
school house for the visiting clergy 
ano their parents. In this entertain- 
ment, li.v recitatiiiiis. songs and 
tableau, "they will depict the phases 
of the history of St. Etlward's par- 
ish during the past twenty-five 
years. On Tuesday afternoon the 
ladies of St. Edward's 'parish will 
give a jubilee festival in the school 
house. Supper and refreslnneuts 
will be scrvi'd to all friends who 
visit cliurch. 

During the past (|uarler of a cen- 
tury St. Kdvvard's has hail many 
pastors, but none as long as Father 
Kcverman, the present pastor. The 
ground for St. Edw'ard's church was 
bought by the Bev. Fahter Louis 
Okie, now pastor of St. Martin's. At 
that time Father Ohle was pa<Tor 
of the church at St. Matthews. I'he 
late Father McCarthy built the 
Cliiircli of SI. Kdvvani's, but was 
soon after assigm'd to other ilulies. 
The ne.\t pastor w;is Father lliomas 
.1. Hayes, now of Bowling (ireen. 
After he was transferred to another 
parish the Passiooist priests were 
in charge for several years, and 
among th«m was ihe Bev. Father 
Daniel, C. P., now rector of Sucred 
Heart Betreat. The Kev. Fathers 
Valentine and Aurelius. C. 1'., were 
also assisting in caring for St. F.d- 
ward's parish, i^ter the s.'cular 
prie.--is took charge again and the 
Itev. Father Jolm Davis, now of 
.Na/areth, became pastor. He was 
succeeded in turn by the Bev. 
Fathers B- Wight, Oeorge Cone and 
John T. Hill. 

In the fall of lOO.l the late Itishop 
McCloskey appointed the Kev. Dr. 
Theodore* H. Reverman pastor of St. 
EdwSlM's. At that time Father Kcv- 
erman Was one of the jirofessors at 
I'rcston I'ark Seminary. A year 
later Father licvcrnian hod the 
church removed to the end of the 
lot and soon after began the con- 
struction of the parochial residence 
On March 1. 1907, Kev. I>r. Kevermun 
opened his parochial school. It is 
in charge of the I'rsuline Sistcr.s 
from SI. .Angola's Coiivnii on the 
Ncvvburg road. Bcsiile-. I ^v o iiwis to 
teach the ordinary branolies a third 
nun is engaged in teaehing music. 

Father Rcvermon is enthusiastic 
over the outlook for his parish. "We 
are growing every day,** he said. 
"The opejiing of the Interurban Hue 
was of great benefit to the church 
and to the sohooL Louisville is 
growing, oad it is bound to grow ii« 
our direction and it will Increase St-

NEAIING THE ADVENT SEASON 



.November Is rapidly approaching 
aud with it the great feast of All 

Saints, November 1, nnd the com- 

mciuoration of AH Souls on the fol- 
lowing day. October ;U is universally 
known as the eve ot All Hallows or 
Halloween. In Ireland, Fnglaiid 
and the United States Halloween is 
regarded more aa a day of rejoicing 
than' one of a religious spirit It is 
the day when maidfi visit fairy wcIIb 
and seek other means of nscertain- 
inn who their future husbands will 
lie. Hesiiles the voiiiig men and 
maids assemble anil make merry in 
the homes of their friends. A ring, 
a button and a thimble are buried in 
a dish of mashe<l potatoes. TMc girl 
who gets the ring at the repast will 
he the first to marry. The man 
who gets the button will be an old 
bachelor, and tin' girl that draws 
the thimble will Ik- an old niaiil. Of 
e.iurse all these are lallaeies. Init 
more or less of a liarniless iialiiri'. 

On the other hand .\ll Saints' d.iv 
is a holy day of obligudon and 
ranks as a double feast of the first 
class with an octave. As early as 
the fourth century the UrMks 'kept 
on the first Sunday ;ifter Pentecost 
the feast of all martyrs and saints, 
and church records still show a ser- 
mon preached by .St. Chrysostoin on 
that dav.

On .Ndvembi r .; the ehiiieh s,i| 
eninly eonimcmorates the mcinory 
Brf'all the smils in Purgatory. On 
that day the mass is always that for 
the dead. Priests and others who 
are under obligatioft of reciting the 
breviarv are requested to say the 
matins and lauds from the office of 
the dead in addition to the office 
which is regularl.v said on that <lay 
according to the ordiiiarv course, 
and the ves[>crs of the dead are said 
on the first <luy of November imme- 
diately after the vespers of All 
Saints. 

The solemnity of All Souls owes 
its origin to the Abbot Odllo of 
Cliigny, who instituted it for nil the 
monasteries of his congregation in 
O'iS. Some nuthor.s and ehureli 
authorities believe that there is a 
trace of the ob-orvance of the dav 
even before Odilo's time. 

in all the churches ,if Louisville 
the feast of All Saints will be ob- 
served with solemn ceremonies, and 
on the following day the altars will 
be dra|>ed in mourning and* the 
priests will wear black vestments as 
coinineinorat ive of the day. 

On .Ml Souls' day the Catholics of 
l.ouisi ilk- < will visit .St. .lolin's, St. 
.Michael's and St. l/oiiis cemeteries 
to strew flowers over the graves of 
their loved ones and to <iffer up 
pra.vers for the souls df their be- 
loved dead. At St. Michael's and St. 
L^ouis' one or more priests wUl be 
present to conduct the prayers for 
the souls of the faithful departed.

Capt. Condon Tells of Mis 
OtMorvationa In the 
Old Land. 



Capt. Edward O'Meagher Condon, 
who with John S. O'Callaghan, Sec- 
retary of the .'Vnicrican Brancli of 
t}ke ' United Irish League^, is just 
home from 'a tour uf Ireland, Eng- 
land aud Scotland, is enthusiastic 
over all he has seen and heard uu 
the other side.' It has l>een forty 
vears since Capt. Condon visited 
Ireland. He is a native of Ohio, but 
^M'lit to Ireland with the Fcnians at 
the close of tin- ei\il war. He was 
arrested with .Mien, l.arUin and 
O'Hrien in I'onnecdon with the kill- 
ing of .Sergeant Brett, at Mon- 
cliester, Fngland, in 1H67, and was 
sentenced to die with them. The 
United States tSovernment used its 
offices and Condon's sentence was 
commuted to imprisonment for life. 
.Mter twelve years he was pardoned 
and eaiiie to .\inerie.i. In aihlrcssing 
u meeting .it Maiiehestcr, Fngland, 
lust wi-ek (apt I oiidon said:

"We have seen again old men and 
old women relieved from the neces- 
sity of begging charity. Old age 
pensions have at least relieved them 
from pauperism. .\nd -we have seen 
the estalili^liiiieiit of a national nni- 
versitv ill Ireland for the first time, 
which will afford our young men 
the opportunity to obtain the educa- 
tion which will enable them to com- 
pete in every walk Of life in honest 
rivalry with the youth of the world, 
nnd I hope will result in diffusing 
a knowledge of the old (;aelic 
tongue of our forefathers. 

"We were told we should find onl,v 
children and old men in Ireland. We 
have found tlionsanils of young, vig- 
orous, athletie men. working there. 
Everything is very much improved. 
We can go back to say that all that 
has lieen claimed to be done, and 
more, has been neeomplished, and it 
is only necessary to cling to the 
party for the final result, an Irish 
Parliament, to be obtained."

The British Parliament resumed 
its sitltngs on Monday, but nothing 
is exi>ected to come of the Lloyd- 
George budget and the Birrell land 
bill until the House of I/ords tackle 
those matters cariv in '.N'ovcmber. 
.Meanwhile the Irish party in Parlia- 
ment is restiiijr cm iis iiar-. From 
Ireland coincs the news that Lord 
McDoiiiicIl is attempting to form an 
Irish Center party, which is to be a 
fusion <d' the Imperial Home Bule 
part.> and the Irish Reform Associa- 
tion. 

The latter body grew out of the 
association o< moderate landlords 
w hich^ rendered possible the 1S03 
land conference and the Wyndham 

bill, its leading spirits were Lord 
Dun raven and other landed gentry, 
who with the land question once 
out of the Ha.v would be glad to 
pla.v that pr.iniinent part in Irish 
politiis liiiheitd denied them be- 
cause of their Unionism. This body 
coined the Word devoluticm, and pro- 
posed as a solution of the Irislt 
«|uestlon Ihe grant of administrative 
without legislative home rule. The 
Irish ( oiineil bill of liior rejiresented' 
l!ie fruit of their l.iliois. 

On the other li;ind the lmp<*rial 
Home IJiile .\ssociaiioii was niaiiilv 
coni|ioseil of business men, who log- 
ically went the whole length of 
legislative as well as administrative 
autonomy for Ireland, but who had 
a strong objection to being com- 
promised by th.. separatist associa- 
tion whih clung to the orthodox 
Irish party. Lord McDonnell wants 
to unite these two divisions in sucli 
a way that co-operation, if mit 
actual ;illiaiicc, wiih lln- Irish Par- 
lianienlary jiarly will become com- 
iwmtiwsly-easy.' John K. Badmond 
'and other leaders look askance upon 
this plan, and it Is safe to say tnat 
nothing will be done in the matter 
for months, if at all. 

One of the cross currents of 
British polities is the disagri-cment 
between the Irish .Nationalists anil 
a group of ICiiglish Calholies led bv 
the Diike of .Norfolk. Norfolk i's 
Fnglish first nnd a Catholic after- 
ward. The Catholic noblemen of 
ICngland, with scarcely an exception, 
are staunch supporters of the 
Unionist party, wblle the Knglish 
Catholic clergy fear. like the 
Anglicans, that the educational pol- 
icy of the present (ioverninent . 
threatens clerical control of the 
piiiii.irv selioiils, where it is aliead,v 
establislH il. i lie Irish Nationalists 
put emphasis on home rule, and 
urge their Knglish coreligionists to 
join with them in endeavoring to de- 
stroy the veto of the House of 
Lords, which is the main object to 

Irish .iiiccess. 

liei'i'iitl.v the antagonism has been 
intensified by the conduct of ICng- 
lish Catholic members of the House 
of Lords in voting against tin- Irish 
land bill. However, it shouhi not 
have been a cause for surprise, as 
the Knglish who first invaded and 
devastated Ireland were Catholics, 
the kind of Catholics that produced 
Henry \lll. and the Kstablished 
cliHieh. .lohii Dillon. .M P.. In 
speaking to a mass meeting of Irish- 
men al .Manchester last week, said 
in part: 

"We have been execcdiiif;ly in.«d- 
erate in our demands upon the 
Catholics of England. There was a 
time, long ago, when I cherished, 
what I now find to be very foolish, 
a feeling that the Catholics of Eng- 
land had some gratitude. I thought 
if we fiinght till- battle of the F.iig- 
llsh Catliolii's as we have fought it 
in the House of Commons that we 
might expect at least the charity 
from them of not opposing our 
national needs. But what do I 
see? When the IVish land bin was 
before the House of Commons there 
was one portion of the bill which 
was excellent— tho other |iortlons 
were open to criticism — I mean the 
portion dealing with congested dis- 
tricts. For once Fngland was gen- 
erous. The tr>M-iir\ tr.'al.'d us well 

and gave us a .|i .n a million 

pounds annually lo snead upon these 
poor people in the West of Ireland. 
When we get to this part of the 
1411, although the leaders of the 
Toiy party bsent and the 

tariff reformers. Lord I'dmiiiid 
Talbot, with no is'iiiiy of interest in 
Ireland and vvillioiit being ordered 
to come by his leaders, cniiic down 
to the House of Commons and 
'whipped' in the Iqbby against this 
relief. I say tbere is a limit to 
human patience, and it !» reached 
when conduct of that kind is shown 
by Lord Talbot and his friends. One 
thing we Irish never will consent to 
is to be led by the Dvtke of Norfolk 
and Loril Kdinuml Talbot " 

Mr. Dillon also reminded his Eng- 
lish coreUgloalsts of the great work 
of Catholle omaiieipatitm .brought 
about by Daniel OConnell and by 
which they had profited in spite of 
themselves. He declared that no 

Fower on earth would compel the 
rish part.v to allow the cause of 
Ireland to lie laid on the shelf. Tlie 
National party, he added, would not 
betray Catholic interests, and if the 
cause were properly fought would 
save the Catholic sebools in Eng- 
land.

Under the head of "Malting 
Citisens" the Philadelphia North 
American expatiates at length on the 

big parade held In that city last 

Sunda> in coiiim' inoratloii of the 
birth of I-'atber Theobald .\liUhcw, 
tho great temperance advocate. 
What appears to appeal most to the 
editor ot the North American Is not 
so much the cause in which m«n 
were marching as it was th« preaence 
of bo.vs and .vuung man In th« 
parade. Hear him: 

"The predominating element In 
the proeession. was boys and young 
men still In the rorroatfve period 
Many of the ( (iiiiiiaiiics were so per- 
fect in evululiuii?. thai they would 
have done credit to the Kaiser's 
drill Sergeanu. On the score of 
the military training and dtaeipllne 
alone these companies are doing an 
inestimable work for the community. 
Not that they are educatinK soldlera, 
but that they arc* training citizens. 
For in the drill School the boy 
learns, often (or the trat time, the 
lesson of community Interest. He 
conu's to know that ho is not an 
Isolated individual with no renpon- 
sil)ilitl<s. He finds out that ho is 
part of a machine, of which he is 
also part owner, and that the sncocsB 
and reputation anid honor of that 
machine depend on how well he does 
hiii part and how I'beerfully he 
makes personal sacrlflfices for It. It 
becomes a pleasure for him to make 
those sacrlHoea, as i( is a glory to 
him when his company or regtmeo'. 
wins glory. 

".And so this boy is trained for his 
ill I he larger machine, the city 
or the State. Lon^ ago the political 
leaders learned the value of march- 
ing clubs and similar organintiona 
as aids in training men for the work 
of the political luachiue. rtiii the 
liolificai club appealK only to the 
coniiiiun love for the si'iectacuiar and 
the blind prejudice of party. On the 
other hand, back of the marching 
dubs ot the Catholic tenipcr^ince so- 
cieties Is the divine priiiciiile of self- 
dciiial. and all the i-diicationnl forces 
that the great church is bringing to 
develop the ebaractera ot these boys, 
to make them Qod-fe»ring men and 
responsible citizens of the State."
